ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
0-0 Go —— - 


We have had two hundred and four-teen weeks of school the past 
yea", twenty-five weeks in each division excepting in the Mountain 
Div. it was shortened in the winter term three weeks by reason of 
iness among parents and scholars, and the Poplar Div. having but 
seven-teen weeks. as there were not pupils enough to warrant open- 


ing a school for the summer. We have sent the children from 


Birch Hill Div. to Waterloo school for twenty-eight weeks each. 


And the children from the west part of the town to New London . 


school for seventy-four weeks. Thirteen different teachers have 
been employed, and one hundred and forty-four scholars, seventy 
eight boys an] sixty-six girls, have attended school. ‘The average 
daily attendance has been one hundred and four. The number of 
children between tive and six-teen years by the enumeration in 
April 1895, was one hundred and forty-seven, eighty boys and sixty 
seven girls. ‘There has been four hundred and seyenty-three visits 
from parents and other citizeus. The schools with one or two 
exceptions have been very successfull and good improvements have 
been made in the branches taught. We have added to our text 
books the past year a series of Historical works for supplimentary 
reading, with good results. A greater Zea] has been aroused in 
the reading classes with marked improvement, Our schools in 
many respects are well equipped with needed supplies. We need? 
however, Maps of N. H1.. at all but two or three Divisions. ‘Phe 
most of the Divisions are not supplied with maps of any kind, which 
should be furnished. And quite a number of text books will have 


to be added to keep our schools well supplied, one or two should be. 


exchanged the coming year, and some other supplies are needed. 
The house at the North Div. needs painting badly. and one or 
two others that a coat of paint would much improve. a new shed or 


the old one repaired at the Center Div. Some small repairs will 
be needed at the other Divisions. This report has dealt with the work 
of the schools for the year now closing. — The outlook for next vear 


is encouraging, though predicting much labor, even drudgery, on the 
part of our teachers. There will be obstacles to surmount, evils to 
remedy, weakness to strengthen, and reserve force to uterlize,

The custom of removing children from school for trivial reasons 
is to be deprecated. in this way classes are some-times well nigh 
broken up during the last few days or weeks of school, some of the 
most important of all the work should be done at this time. 

A few parents as well as pupils seem to show too little regard for reg- 


war and punctual attendance, itis annoying to teachers and a hind- 


rance to the best welfare of the school to have pupils habitually tardy 
and absent. There is not one child in town but needs every hour 


of schooling it can get, from the time it is six to sixteen years of age. 


And we trust the school board will receive during the coming year 


the hearty cooperation of the parents to eradicate this evil from our 


' 


district. We should remember that it is the duty of parents to look 
well to the education of their children. . Au hour or two cannot be 
more profitably spent than with your children in the school room. 
Your interest will encourage them to be more punctual, and they 
would strive to attain a higher rank and a better record. It is per- 
haps too much to expect that each one of our teachers should fulfil 
the ideal requirements. Some have the future, others only the 
present in mind; Some teach children, others nething but subjects, 
some control the motives of conduct, others simply enforce orders. 


Some are full of love and sympathy and helpfullness for the slow.’ 


the weak, the unfortunate, others are self-centred. soime love their 
work and put heart and conscience and soul into it others are satis- 
fied with the maximum salary. As for our teachers the great 
majority, are faithful, conscientious, and devoted to the highest 
interest of those they teach. They do their best within their limita- 
tions. ‘They deserve the generous sympathy, cooperation, support 
and gratitude of the town whose bulwarks they guard, and whose 
future is almost entirely within their control. For upon the schools 
more than all other agencies combined, depend our future welfare 
and prosperity. .
